Resources on December 22, 1992. These
submittals consist of the 1990 base year
point, area, non-road mobile, biogenic
and on-road mobile source emission in-
ventories in Greenbrier County for the
following pollutants: Volatile organic
compounds (VOC), carbon monoxide
(CO), and oxides of nitrogen (NOx).

(b) EPA approves as a revision to the
